Tile is 
available in a wide variety of beautiful colors in either highly glazed or satin finish, 
metal tile is now offered with a vitreous porcelain enamel finish impervious to 
moisture; the metal tiles are easy to apply to a special grooved wallboard replacing 
conventional plaster. Metal tile is also made with a synthetic or baked enamel finish 
probably suitable where no scouring is done, plastic tile was introduced a few years 
ago and is identified by the solidity of color tones which run clear through the material.

should be only of a quality which is durable and moisture resistant. Economy, ease of application and infinite 
variations in color are attributes of this popular bathroom finish, glass in many forms is a beautiful and highly 
reconunended material for bathrooms and powder rooms. Structural glass is opaque, available in beautiful colors 
and finished to a perfect reflecting surface. Glass block is useful for light-yielding exterior walls, interior walls 
with concealed illumination and partitions obscuring vision but transmitting fight. Mirror glass is available in 
various colors. Glass may be etched or sandblasted to create individualized decorative effects. Sheet glass for 
shelves, rough-cast glass, and the specialized heat and shock-resisting types of glass offer many architectural 
possibilities for the modern home. Ilnolaum for both floors and walls is available in an extremely wide range of 
colors and patterns. Linoleum affords infinite possibilities in custom inlaid floor designs. Its durability and flexi- 
bility in application have made linoleum one of the most popular surface materials, rubber tiles and sheets 
for floors have been offered, presenting elastic qualities in a floor surface material, asphalt tiles for floors are 
to be highly recommended where moisture is usually present and where great durability is necessary, being 
particularly popular in basement applications, washable wallpaper is suitable for bathroom application, 
offering interesting pattern and color possibilities, fabrics for curtains, drapes and decorative uses are being 
made suitable for bathroom moisture conditions by modern methods of chemical impregnation and treatment.

MATERIALS 
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planning color schemes 


Beautiful is the effect of color skillfully used in the 
decoration of any room. In addition, color schemes 
may be stimulating or restful, although some com- 
binations of colors are depressing or disturbing. The 
pleasing effects of color are the result of a definite 
plan, yet such an achievement is not difficult nor 
does it require ^^a sixth sense.” A great variety of 
color schemes and combinations are suggested by the 
illustrations in this booklet and may be utilized to 
decorate beautifully a bathroom or powder r< _ 
Many materials are now suitable for bathrooms, am 
you may care to use materials in which the exact - 
colors shown are not immediately available. If you h: 
originate your own color schemes it is well to bear in ^ 
mind the simple principles governing the use of i 
colors in combination. ; ■ 

A logical arrangement of the traditional primary J 
and secondary hues forms a circle, or ”color wheel,” 
as illustrated. Primary pigment colors are merely , 
those which cannot be obtained by the mixture 
other hues. Secondary colors are equal mixtures, of j?: 
two primary colors. To combine colors in decorative 
effects, there are three simple types of color schemes: 
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COLOR SCHEMES 


MONOCHROMATIC or one-color schemes are derived from a single hue; green, for 
example, may be the only hue contained in colors ranging from light to dark, or from weak 
(^"soft”) to intense. A practical monochromatic scheme might consist of: sandstone colored 
fixtures, neutral tan or beige walls, dark tan floor and accents in chocolate color. 

ANALOGOUS or similar-color schemes employ colors made from hues adjacent to each 
other in the col,or wheel, or mixture of these colors. With green as the dominant color, blue- 
green could be used and accents of yellow or chartreuse added to complete the scheme. Such 
a plan is more interesting than the monochromatic schemes, but presents some difficulty in 
securing ^'just right” colors where a variety of materials are to be used. 



COMPLEMENTARY color schemes utilize the balance 
obtained with colors opposite each other in the color wheel. 
If light, clear green is the dominant color, reddish colors 
are used in subtle shades and tints to form a comple- 
mentary scheme. Three, or even more, hues may be used 
in a complementary scheme, such as red, blue and yellow; 
note that these colors are "balanced” on the wheel. A 
pleasing scheme requires that one hue be dominant and 
that at least one hue be definitely subordinated to the 
others. 

PLAN first; choose as a starting point pastel plumbing 
fixtures, then select the colors in materials to be used for 
walls and floor; as a final step, towels, accessories and a 
little paint can be chosen in colors to balance the scheme 
as a whole. A simple method of enlivening a color treat- 
ment is to add a color of whatever primary hue may be 
lacking. Use brilliant colors in small areas and avoid 
clashing of colors by placing brilliant hues adjacent to soft 
colors. The use of light tints or pastels adjacent to dark 
shades will add contrast and interest to your rooms. 
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plan— 'This modem bathroom is designed for a fine home where 
flexibility of plan is desired. The lavatory at the left may be 
separated from the rest of the interior shown, adding the utility 
of a second bathroom. 

“Polished glass walls have the lustrous beauty so 
desirable in modem architecture, although the walls in this room 
could be surfaced with linoleum, laminated plastic or other plain 
materials. The floor shown is of plain linoleum with feature 
stripes in a modern pattern. 

color scheme— Three primary hues: yellow, red and blue form 
the basis for a balanced color scheme in the contemporary 
manner with strong clear colors complementing pastel plumbing 
fixtures. 

design details— Noteworthy is the use of large mirror surfaces 
above each lavatory. Large shelf-space and recessed compart- 
ments add to convenience. The scale retracts into the wall. 
Shower is enclosed in an ideal manner by the chromium -framed 
fluted glass doors. The closet may be separated from the rest of 
this room by the folding fabric-surfaced door guided by an 
overhead track. Lighting is provided by fixtures flush with the 
ceiling and by recessed lighting behind opal glass at the side of 
each lavatory. 

fixtures— The graceful proportions of Briggs Beauty ware plumb- 
ing fixtures are an important asset to the modem bathroom. 
The fixtures shown here in. soft Sky Blue are: De Soto Bathtub 
with wide rim seat, two Shelley Lavatories with aprons, legs and 
towel bars, and Zephyr Closet. 
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plan— ^ interesting design is shown here for the modern home 
with a modern exterior as indicated by the curved glass block 
wall at the right. This unusual plan affords semi-private use of 
bathtub or lavatory with dressing table, and complete privacy 
for the closet compartment. 


materials— Shown here is a smooth, plain wall material which 
could be structural glass, linoleum or laminated plastic sheets. 
The floor is of plain hnoleum, but could be vitreous floor tile in a 
single color. 

color scheme— Blue predominates in this interesting and 
restrained scheme, with warm tones in fixtures and ceiling 
balancing the blue, yet permitting the use of a wide variety of 
colors in accessories. 

design details— a secondary ceiling of translucent glass or plastic 
squares provides abundant illumination. The curtain follows a 
semi-circular track within the wall of glass block. Shelves are of 
heavy shock -resistant glass. A large mirror area adds to the 
utility and attractiveness of lavatory and dressing table. Modem 
appointments are in keeping with the contemporary archi- 
tecture of the whole room. A folding fabric -covered door 
encloses the closet compartment. 

fixtures The modem styling of Briggs Beautyware plumbing 
fetmes has stimulated the development of modem architecture 
in bathrooms, powder rooms and kitchens. Illustrated here are. 
De Soto Bathtub with safety bottom and wide rim seat^ Shelley

plan— This modem interior is arranged with plumbing fixtures at 
one side of the room, while doors, storage closets, etc., are at 
the side not shown in the illustration. 


WlOtBriols— Structural glass is suggested as a wall material in this 
type of room for its depth of color. Glass block is used in exterior 
walls for daylight with privacy. Shelves are of glass. The inside 
surfaces of the folding dressing table shelf and compartment are 
of stainless steel. The floor is plain hnoleum with a custom 
inlaid design. 



color scheme— Deep wine-colored glass walls are a foil for the 
sandstone colored plumbing fixtures. In this complementary 
scheme, red is definitely dominant, while yellow is minimized. 
Yellow-green or chartreuse accessories could be used here with 
effectiveness. 

design details— A scale opens out of the wall. Towel shelves are 
within reach of the bather while standing in the safety bottom 
bathtub. A mirror-hned recess above the tub is waterproof and 
holds bath salts, soap, etc. The telephone is within reach of the 
tub and dressing table which may be closed to conceal hastily 
any disarray of toilet articles. Illumination is built in over the 
large dressing table mirror. A mirror-hned recess augments space 
provided by the medicine cabinet with circular, mirror door. 

fixtures— Briggs Beauty ware plumbing fixtures are illustrated 
here in beautiful Sandstone color, typical of the attractive 
pastels originated by Briggs. This fixture ensemble consists of 
De Soto Bathtub, Shelley Lavatory with apron, legs and towel 
bars. 







luxury 

in limited space 


plan— This handsome room requires no more space than the average 
small bathroom. Ingenuity in arrangement, in use of materials 
and in color scheme have enhanced a simple plan. 


inat0rials— Walls may be a combination of fluted glass with almost 
any other material suitable for bathrooms. Elimination of 
rounded or curved surfaces would facilitate the application of 
some materials. The floor shown is plain linoleum but could be 
equally attractive in tile. 



color scheme — ^^Opposite” colors in a complementary scheme 
are used here to accentuate the beauty of the Sea Green fixtures. 
Coral walls are complementary to fixtures and to the deep green 
floor. Red predominates in this vigorous color scheme, but could 
be softened to allow a dominance of green, creating a pleasing 
but less striking scheme. 



design details — Outstanding is the use of fluted glass, imparting 
a contemporary feeling to the room and serving the practical 
purpose of admitting well-diffused light. Appointments and 
fittings may be of any good quality modem type suitable for the 
moderately priced home. 


fixtures— Briggs Beautyware plumbing fixtures have introduced 
finer plumbing ware to homes planned on a budget. These 
fixtures are Sea Green De Soto Bathtub, Poe Lavatory with 
Pedestal, and Zephyr Closet.
